TEUTON ATTACKS 


Temporary Gains of Germans 


Are Lost.

gaining Much of the Ground Taken 


From Them by Dual Monarchy. 


Paris. June 29.— An offensive which 
so far has not reached any large pro­ 
portions was instituted by the Ger­ 
mans during the night in the Cham­ 
pagne region and was continued dur-j 
ing the day with an infantry attack 
which succeeded in gaining temporary 
possession of some French advanced 
posts. 
The attack in this district, which is 
in the region of the French offensi\c 
of last tall, was begun on the £>t 
H ilare Le Grande-St. Souplet road, a 
little west of the salient, with Tahure 
in its apex, resulting from the French 
offensive. 
This beginning was made 
by a reconnoitering party of consider­
